day unearthed a relic of the Civil |

/ The relic is an old fashioned 
‘bomb shell’ a crude type of the mod- 
ern shrapnel, which had failed to. 
explode. The shell is about three 
inches in dlameter and seven-or eight 
inches long. 
When (first discovered workmen 
an old iron hitching post. it was 
buried deep in the ground near where 
the foundation of the old county 
jail was located. 

One of the men who was familiar |

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gated the ‘find’ and discovered that 


the tip of it was brass. The tip is a 
large screw which apparently closed 
the explosive within the cast iron 
shell work and probably contained 
the cap which should have fired the 
shell.
